It Is 
seen lu muuy parts'of the world, but 
moat frequently and lu greatest per- 
fection at the strait of Monslua, be- 
tween Sicily and Italy. So many con- 
ditions must coincide, however, (nut 
even there It la of comparatively rare 
occurrence. To allow of Its production 
tbe nun muut be at an angle a! forty- 
live degrees wltb tbe water, both »Uj 
and sen must be calm and tbe tidal 
current 
sufficiently strong to cause 


the water In (be center lo rise higher 
than on tho edges of the strait. 
When 


these conditions are fully met the ob- 
server ou tbe heights of Calubrla, look- 
Ing toward Messina, will behold a 
Berles of rapidly changing pictures, 
sometimes of most exquisite beauty. 


CttHtles, colonnades, successions of

Absinth. Ihe green (tend tbat satu- 


rates fashionable Krance. WHS origi- 
nally an extremely harmless raedlcul 
remedy. 


It was a French physician who first 


used It. HlH name was Ordinaire, aud 
he waa living us a refugee at Couvet, 
In Swltxerliind. at tbe clone of tbe 
eighteenth century. 
Like nmny other, 


country dociora at that time, he was 
also a druggist, and his favorite reme- 
dy was a certain elixir of absinth of 
which he alone had tbe secret. 


At his deatb he bequeathed tbe for- 


mula to his housekeeper. Mil*. Urand- 
pierre, and she sold It to the daughters 
of Lieutenant Benriod. They cultivat- 
ed In tbelr little garden tbe herbs nec- 


iry for concocting It, aud after tbey 


had dlatilled a certain quantity of tbe 
liquid tbey sold it on commission to 
Itinerant peddlers, who qnckly dis- 
posed of U In the adjacent towna and 
villages. 


Finally, during the first decade of 


leteemh century, a wealthy dis- 


tiller purchased'the formula, aud very 
aoon afterward be placed on the mar- 
ket tbe modern absinth, which differs 
greatly from the old medical remedy, 
since the bitter contained Dp alcohol 
and very little abalntb.

VESTAL VIRGINS. 


Thsy Kept the Sacred Pirn Alight In 


Ancient Rome. 


Ovid tells us that the first temple 


of Vesta at Rome was constructed of 
wattled walls and roofed with thatch, 
Uke the primitive l.uts of the Inhabit- 
ants. It was little other than R cir- 
cular covered flrep.ace and waa tend- 
ed by tbe unmarried girls of the com- 
munity. It served as the public hearth 
of Rome, aud on U glowed, uuextin- 
gulshed throughout the year, tlie sa- 
cred Ore which was supposed to buve 
beeu brought from Troy and tbe coil 
tlnuance of which was thought to be 
linked with tbe fortunes of the city. 


Tbe name Vcsm is believed to lie de 


rived from tho same root as Ihe Sun 
skrlt was, wufch means "to dwell, to 
Inhabit," and shows that she \\as tuc 
goddess of home, and home baO the 
hearth as its focus. A town, a state 
is but a large family, and what tlie 
domestic hearth was to the house 
the temple of tbe perpetual Ore be- 
came to the city. Every town had Its 
vesta, or common hearth, and the col 
onles derived their fire from tbe moth- 
er hearth. 


Should a vestal maiden allow the sa- 


cred fire to become extinguished she 
wax beaten till her blood flowed, auij 
tbe new tire waa solemnly rekindled 
by rubbing together of dry wood or 
by focusing of sun's rays. The circa 
lar form and domed roof of the tem- 
ple of Vesta were survivals of the pre- 
historic huts of tbe aborigines, which 
were Invariably round.—Cornblll Mag- 
azine. 


RAIN FORMATION. 


Cold Air Squeezes the Moisture Out of 


Warm Air. 


Warm air Is capable of holding more 


moisture in suspension than U cold air 
When by any means a layer or current 
of warm air which Is saturated with 
moisture Is suddenly cooled a portion 
of the vapor must fall as rain. Cold 
shrinks tbe heated air as pressure does 
a wet sponge and wltb precisely tlie 
same results. 
In mountainous coun- 


tries this cooling down of the warm 
and damp ah- is most commonly pro- 
duced by the air being brought Into 
the neighborhood of mountain tops, 
which are cold. 


It Is for this reason that In such 


countries the showers mostly originate 
among 
the 
mountains 
and 
come 


through 
the valleys out upon tbe 


plains. 


It will be easily understood that the 


higher tbe mountain the more striking 
will be the effects produced. 
If It be 


a snow capped peak In a tropical re- 
gion a cloud will be formed such us 
to conceal the summit all the time. 
This cloud will be constantly growing 
on the side of the mountain toward 
which tbe currents of warm and moist 
air are set. for on that side the air Is 
being cooled dowu, but after It has 
been driven over tbe peak It will waste 
away as rapidly, for It Is tbeu coming 
In contact with warmer air again. 


Prom such high iicaks the cloud rare- 


ly breaks away as n shower. All tbe 
surplus moisture of the air Is depos- 
ited In the form of niln or snow upon 
tbe peaks over which tbe air passes.
